Kerry Taps Rival Edwards 


Running mate adds Southern flavor to Mass, senator s bid 


WASHINGTON I Presidential candidate John 
Kerry on Tuesday chose former rival John 
Edwards as his running mate, selecting 
the smooth-talking Southern populist over 
more seasoned politicians in hopes of inject- 
ing vigor and small-town appeal into the 
Democratic ticket. 

“I trust that met with your approval,” 
Kerry told a boisterous crowd of support- 
ers in Pittsburgh who shouted their consent 
while waving hot- off-the -presses “Kerry- 
Edwards” placards. 

The two senators — Kerry of Massachusetts 
and Edwards of North Carolina — sealed their 


political marriage during a 
15 -minute, early morning 
telephone conversation that 
papered over their differ- 
ences in style and substance. 

“I was humbled by his 
offer,” Edwards said in a 
statement, “and thrilled 
to accept it.” 

Kerry, 60, a decorated Vietnam veteran 
whom critics call aloof, calculated that his 
ticket didn’t need foreign policy heft as much 


as a bit of pizzazz and the quick embrace 
of party activists who had rallied behind 
Edwards’s stealth campaign for the No. 2 slot. 

Edwards, 51, who made a fortune as 
a trial lawyer before jumping into pol- 
itics in the 1990s, edged out several 
Washington veterans under consider- 
ation, including Rep. Dick Gephardt of 
Missouri and Sen. Bob Graham of Florida. 

However, Edwards’s relative lack of foreign 
policy work — he is a member of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee — could be an issue 
in a campaign shadowed by war, strategists 
in both parties said, ron fournier (ap)

Files for 
Chapter II 

PORTLAND, ORE. I The Portland 
Archdiocese filed for bankruptcy 
Tuesday because of the steep costs 
from clergy sex abuse lawsuits, an 
unprecedented step that opens the 
Roman Catholic archdiocese to new 
levels of court scrutiny. 

No other American diocese has 
filed for bankruptcy, though Boston 
threatened to do so 
at the height of the 
abuse crisis that 
began there two 
years ago. 

Portland’s 
Chapter 11 bank- 
ruptcy filing halt- 
ed the trial of a lawsuit against the 
late Rev. Maurice Grammond, who 
was accused of molesting more than 
50 boys in the 1980s.

Lebanese officials also 
say American taken 
hostage in Iraq is safe 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I The family of Cpl. 
Wassef Ali Hassoun said Tuesday 
they had received word that the 
Lebanese-born U.S. Marine — 
who was kidnapped in Iraq and at 
one point was reported beheaded 
— was free and well. 

A Lebanese government official 
also said Hassoun was released, 
though his whereabouts were 
unknown. The kidnappers freed 
the 24 -year- old Marine after he 
pledged not to return to the U.S. 
military, the official said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

The two statements were pos- 
itive signals for Hassoun’s rela- 
tives in Lebanon and the United 
States, who have seen their hopes 
rise and plummet amid contradic- 
tory Internet messages by Iraqi mil- 
itants over Marine’s fate. 

Hassoun’s brother in the north 
Lebanese city of Tripoli said Tuesday 


he is confident his brother is free, 
although he has not spoken to him. 
“We have received reliable informa- 
tion the guy is free,” Sami Hassoun 
said. “We received a sign from my 
brother reassuring us.” 

Sami Hassoun said the family 
had received credible information 
from a person who came to their 
Tripoli home. He did not identify 
the person. 

Since Cpl. Hassoun’s abduction, 
the family in Tripoli — where his 
father lives — has been in touch 
with politicians and Muslim cler- 
ics in Lebanon and Islamic groups in 
Iraq to try to secure his release. 

Hassoun’s alleged captors 
have claimed he was romantically 
involved with an Arab woman and 
was lured away from his Marine 
base and captured.

Chief of U.N. AIDS 
agency says vims is 
‘faster than all of us’ 

LONDON I The world is losing the 
race against the AIDS virus, which 
last year infected a record 5 million 
people and killed an unprecedent- 
ed 3 million, the United Nations 
reported Tuesday. 

The number of people living with 
HIV has risen in every region. The 
virus has pushed deep into Eastern 
Europe and Asia, and tackling it will 
be more expensive than previously 
believed, according to the report on 
the global status of HIV infections. 

Dr. Peter Piot, chief of the U.N. 
AIDS agency, said the deaths and 
infections were a testament to the 
world’s failure to get prevention and 
treatment to those who need it. Nine 
out of 10 people who urgently need 
treatment are not getting it, his agen- 
cy’s report said. “The virus is running 
faster than all of us,” Piot said. 


In revised estimates, the report 
says about 38 million people are 
infected. Until now, experts had 
put the ranks of the HIV afflicted 
at about 40 million. Sub-Saharan 
Africa, with an estimated 25 million 
people living with HIV, remains the 
worst-hit region. 


The report is compiled every 
two years and released ahead of 
the International AIDS Conference, 
which kicks off this weekend in 
Bangkok, Thailand, emmaross(ap)

Court Says 
Milosevic 
Fit for Trial 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I The 
U.N. tribunal ruled Tuesday that 
former Yugoslav President Slobodan 
Milosevic is fit to stand trial, but he 
may not be healthy enough to contin- 
ue defending himself against charges 
of war crimes and genocide. 

The judges ordered Milosevic, 
62, to undergo a new medical exam 
by an independent cardiologist and 
postponed hearings in his case until 
July 14. The judges also instructed 
the court’s registrar to identify a 
lawyer who could be assigned to 
Milosevic’s defense if necessary. 

Milosevic has refused to accept 
a courtroom representative, pre- 
ferring to conduct his own defense 
against 66 counts of war crimes and 
crimes against humanity allegedly 
committed during the Balkan wars 
of 1990s. He was due to begin pre- 
senting his formal defense this week, 
but his court-appointed doctor said 
his blood pressure was dangerously 
high and he needed to rest, (ap)

WASHINGTON! The economy appears 
headed for a banner year despite a 
springtime spike in energy prices and 
a recent increase in interest rates. 

A survey of one group of top eco- 
nomic forecasters showed their opti- 
mism. Ninety- one percent said they 
expected the economy to grow from 
2 to 5 percent in the second half of 
this year, according to a quarterly 
survey being released Wednesday 
by the National Association for 
Business Economics. 

Meanwhile, the Bond Market 
Association’s advisory committee, 
made up of economists from large 
financial institutions, is predicting 
that overall GDP growth will be at 


a 20 -year high of 4.7 percent. 

That would be the best growth 
since the economy roared ahead at a 
7.2 percent rate in 1984, when anoth- 
er Republican — Ronald Reagan — 
was running for re-election. 

“We are moving into a sweet 
spot for the economy with inter- 
est rates not too high, jobs com- 
ing back and business investment 
providing strength,” said Diane 
Swonk, chief economist at Bank 
One in Chicago. 

David Wyss at Standard & Poor’s 
concurs. “We are looking for a darn 
good year despite the fact that we had 
a big jump in oil prices and interest 
rates are going up,” he said, (ap)

Phelps Ready to Make a Splash

Eyeing Spitz’s record, 
Baltimore swimmer is 
ready for Olympic trials 

S w I M M I N G I Michael Phelps wants 
to make history. The quest begins 
Wednesday in a temporary pool set 
up in a parking lot. 

Phelps revealed that he will swim 
six individual events at the U.S. 
Olympic swimming trials, setting 
his sights on breaking Mark Spitz’s 
32 -year- old record of seven gold 
medals at the Athens Games. 

It’s a formidable task, one that 
Phelps will try to pull off swim- 
ming four different strokes against 
world-class rivals who specialize in 
only one. 

But the 19-year-old from 
Baltimore doesn’t seem concerned 
that he’s spreading himself too thin. 
Besides the individual events, he 
also hopes to swim two or three 
relays in Athens. 

“I’m extremely confident,” Phelps 
said Tuesday. “I want to be the first 
person to try it.” 

The eight- day trials are being 
held for the first time in a porta- 


ble pool, set up in a parking lot 
next to the Long Beach Arena in 
California. The facility was tested 
a couple of weeks ago at the Janet 
Evans Invitational, where several 


swimmers complained about less- 
than-ideal conditions. At least one 
change — tightening the lane ropes 
— has been made in hopes of pro- 
viding a faster pool for the trials. 


No matter what the condi- 
tions, Phelps will be the star of 
the show. 

“We could be on the verge of 
history,” said Lenny Krayzelburg, 


who won three Olympic gold medals 
in Sydney. “It’s great for the whole 
sport because he brings all the 
attention and popularity.” 

Which is exactly the idea. Phelps 
said he’s looking beyond just break- 
ing a hallowed record; he wants to 
transform swimming into more 
than just a once-every-four-years 
sport in his home country. 

“One of my big goals is to change 
the sport,” Phelps said. “I want to 
bring more attention to the sport. 
One of the ways to do [so] is to do 
something no one has ever done.” 

At the trials, Phelps will attempt 
to make the team in the 200- and 
400 -meter individual medley, which 
comprises all four strokes (freestyle, 
butterfly, breaststroke and back- 
stroke). He also will swim the 100 
and 200 fly, the 200 free and the 
200 backstroke. 

Phelps will be in the pool for 
seven straight days, including 
five when he’s got to take part in 
both the morning and evening 
sessions. 

“He’s got a difficult task ahead 
of him,” said Ian Crocker, who 
upset Phelps while setting a world 
record in the 100 fly at last year’s 
world championships. “There’s a 
lot of people standing in his way.”

C YC L I N G I Lance Armstrong turned 
two treacherous cobblestone 
stretches of the Tour de France 
to his advantage Tuesday while 
Spanish rival Iban Mayo crashed 
in a blow to his title hopes. 

Mayo lost a whopping 3 min- 
utes, 48 seconds to Armstrong in 
the third stage. Armstrong, mean- 
while, kept alive his bid for a record 
sixth straight victory in cycling’s 
showcase race. 

Armstrong is fifth overall, 16 sec- 
onds behind leader Robbie McEwen 
of Australia. The 32-year-old Texan 
will look to take the lead in the later 
mountain stages and time trials in a 


race that ends July 25 in Paris. 

Jean-PatrickNazon ofFrance won 
the stage from Waterloo in Belgium 
to Wasquehal in northern France, 
beating Germany’s Erik Zabel and 
McEwen in a sprint finish. 

Other rivals, including 1997 
Tour champion Jan Ullrich and 
Tyler Hamilton of the United States, 


also were unscathed. 

McEwen, winner of Monday’s 
stage, took the overall race lead and 
the yellow jersey that goes with it 
because of time bonuses earned for

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Virginia Tech 
quarterback Marcus Vick has been 
indefinitely suspended from the 
football team and all activities 
related to the team after the latest 
in a series of run-ins with the law, 
the school said Tuesday. 

Vick, who was convicted in May of 
three misdemeanors stemming from 
a drinking party with three under- 


age girls, was charged with reckless 
driving and possession of marijuana 
after an early-morning traffic stop on 
Saturday, state police 
said Tuesday. 

The younger 
brother of Atlanta 
Falcons quarterback 
and former Hokies 
star Michael Vick 
was stopped by a 
state trooper about 2:30 a.m. on 
westbound Interstate 64, about 25 
miles east of Richmond, said state 
police spokesman Gary B. Payne. 


In May, the 20 -year-old Vick 
was sentenced to 30 days in jail 
and fined $2,250 on three counts 
of contributing to the delinquency of 
a minor after he and two teammates 
gave alcohol to 14- and 15 -year- old 
girls at the players’ apartment. 

Tailback Mike Imoh, 19, was sen- 
tenced to 10 days in jail and fined 
$750. Wide receiver Brenden Hill, 19, 
was sentenced to 20 days in jail and 
fined $1,500. Athletic Director Jim 
Weaver said on Tuesday that the play- 
ers had been suspended for the first

“I wanted to play for a team that 
I believe can win the Cup,” Hasek 
said at a news conference Tuesday.

Hasek, who won his first Stanley 
Cup with the Detroit Red Wings in 
2002, signed a one-year, $2 mil- 
lion deal with an option year at $3 
million. 

Should Ottawa win the Stanley 
Cup, Hasek would earn $4 million 
in bonuses. The Canadian Press 
reported. 

The Senators welcomed Hasek 
by having Jason Spezza give up his 
No. 39 jersey for the goalie. Spezza 
will now wear No. 19. 

It became clear the Senators 
were interested in Hasek when 
they traded goalie Patrick Lalime 
to the St. Louis Blues during the 
NHL entry draft on June 27.

PERSONALITY I Sofar, it’s only spec- 
ulation that Clive Owen might one 
day land the job as Britain’s biggest 
modern hero, James Bond. For now, 
Owen’s happy to wear the crown of 
Britain’s oldest hero. 

The British actor has the title 
role in “King Arthur,” the latest 
saga about the ancient ruler and 
his knights of the round table. 

Though he had worked steadily 
for a decade, Owen was virtually 
unknown outside Britain until his 
casino thriller “Croupier” became 
a sleeper hit in the United States. 
After that, Robert Altman cast

of a Roman-British leader named 
Artorius, who fought Saxon invad- 
ers in the 6th century.

Owen’s Arthur comes across as 
a brooding, reluctant leader who 
feels more authentic than the dash- 
ing king of legend. “I wanted a guy 
who looked like a real guy,” Fuqua 
said. “Clive’s handsome, but he’s not 
ridiculously handsome.” 

Owen, who lives in London with 
his wife and their two daughters, 
divides his forays to Hollywood 
into two periods: Before “Croupier,” 
when he was just another unknown 
Brit going to perfunctory studio 
meetings, and after “Croupier,” 
when he was a sought-after per- 
former with good roles to pick and 
choose from. 

“I made a very conscious deci- 
sion then that I was never going to 
come here and chase it,” he said.

MUSIC I It only sounds trashy. 
Underneath the ’80s coloration. 
The Killers sing about weighty 
topics including paranoia, mur- 
der, stalkers and androgyny on the 
Las Vegas band’s incredibly assured 
debut, “Hot Fuss” (Island). 

The trashy part comes on the lay- 
ers of angular guitars, new-wave 
keyboards and pounding drums, 
which help to mask the darker 
sentiments in singer Brandon 
Flowers’s lyrics. He’s consumed 
with jealousy on “Mr. Brightside,” 


where he describes with tortured 
urgency the fear that a girlfriend 
is cheating on him. “Jenny Was a 
Friend of Mine” rides along on a 
compressed bass line as Flowers 
recounts a crime of passion and 
its aftermath. 

It’s bleak territory, but The 
Killers employ first-rate rock ’n’ 
roll chops and lighter moments to 
keep “Hot Fuss” from becoming a 
record of lyrical dirges. A dense wall 
of guitar introduces “Somebody Told 
Me” as Flowers contemplates gen- 
der confusion: “Somebody told me 
you had a boyfriend who looked like 
a girlfriend that I had in February 
of last year.” 

The band’s best elements come 


together on “All These Things I’ve 
Done,” where the stick-in-your-head 
melody rises and falls over a soar- 
ing, summery guitar riff The song 
breaks abruptly for a gospel choir 


to repeat the line, “I got soul but 
I’m not a soldier.” Killers with soul 
who can rock — that’s worth hearing

ROADTESTI By summer’s end, Ford 
Motor Co. will launch the 2005 
Escape Hybrid, the first SUV pow- 
ered by a gasoline -electric hybrid 
powerplant and the first hybrid 
vehicle on the market from a U.S.- 
based automaker. 

But don’t look for the 50 - or 60 - 
mile -per- gallon government fuel 
economy ratings that the smaller, 
lighter- weight Toyota and Honda 
hybrids have. 

While declining to give final 
fuel economy numbers for the 
Escape Hybrid just yet. Ford offi- 
cials have talked generally about 
the vehicle “getting up to 35 mpg” 
in city driving and as much as 40 


mpg on the highway. 

The test Escape — a four- 
wheel- drive model that 
topped out at more than 
$32,000 with options 
— managed to eke out 
40 mpg in city traffic. 
Off-road, on a rigorous, 
hilly dirt trail, it got just 
13.1 mpg. 

The only transmission is 
a continuously variable unit that 
the driver operates like an auto- 
matic, and there’s a 330 -volt nick- 
el-metal hydride battery pack that 
stores excess energy for use later and 
powers the electric system. 

The hybrid SUV drives like a

The Escape Hybrid’s gas engine 


can produce a maximum 133 
horsepower and 129 foot-pounds 
of torque at 4,500 rpm, while the 
electric motor has maximum 94 
horses and instantaneous torque 
from startup. 

The result is a maximum com- 
bined hybrid horsepower of 155, 
compared to the 153 horses in a 
regular four- cylinder Escape, and 
the 200 horsepower in a V6-pow- 
ered Escape. 

The Escape Hybrid can zip for- 
ward quite responsively. Indeed, 
Ford officials said acceleration is 
more like that of the V6 -powered 
model.
